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GIFTED  STUDENTS 
WIN  HONORS 

The  college  has  long  been  conscious 
of  its  obligation  to  provide,  for  the 
gifted  student,  an  opportunity  for  her 
to  enrich  her  intellectual  life  by  inde- 
pendent study  and  investigation.  It  also 
feels  that  the  capable  student  should 
not  only  be  permitted,  but  encouraged, 
to  explore  some  topic  of  interest  to  her 
more  intensively  than  the  usual  college 
course  in  that  subject  would  allow  her 
to  do. 

Consequently  the  Honors  Program 
was  established  in  1948.  Fifty  some  stu- 
dents have  taken  part  in  the  program 
since  its  founding,  their  topics  of  special 
study  ranging  from  subjects  like  "Ap- 
proximations to  Differential  Equations" 
to  "Realism  in  Petronius." 


The  chief  difference  between  Honors 
work  and  regular  college  work  is  a  mat- 
ter of  intensity.  The  regular  college 
program  is  made  up  of  general  liberal 
arts  courses  and  allows  for  some  special- 
ization in  a  major  field  while  the  Hon- 
ors Program,  which  is  designed  to  give 
students  opportunity  to  pursue  a  par- 
ticular topic  in  an  individual  and  in- 
tensive manner,  provides  training  in 
methods  of  independent  study  and 
research. 

Applications  for  Honors  work  are 
filed  by  May  of  Junior  year.  An  appli- 
cant must  have  a  B+  average  in  major 
and  related  fields  and  a  general  average 
of  B  for  five  semestere.  She  is  expected 
to  possess  mature  judgment,  a  sense  of 
responsibility  and  creative  ability.  In- 
stead of  attending  regular  classes  in  her 
chosen  subject  she  works  under  a  fac- 


ulty adviser  who  devotes  a  minimum  of 
one  and  a  half  hours  weekly  to  confer- 
ences with  his  advisee. 

By  May  of  Senior  year  she  is  required 
to  have  completed  a  research  thesis,  a 
series  of  brief  scholarly  essays,  or  some 
creative  project  and  to  submit  to  exam- 
ination (usually  oral).  A  successful 
candidate  then  receives  at  least  six 
credit  hours  for  the  honors  work  (eight 
if  it  is  in  the  sciences) ,  and,  provided 
she  meets  other  graduation  require- 
ments, she  is  awarded  a  degree  "with 
Honors." 

At  present  four  members  of  the  Class 
of  1965  are  working  for  the  coveted 
Honors  degree.  Sonja  Elaine  Algren, 
a  biology  major,  is  doing  a  study  of 
kidney  aggregates  in  tissue  culture  and 
three  English  majors,  Linda  Cline,  Con-

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A  petite  history  major  from  the  class 
of  1947,  Willie  Lee  Nichols  Rose, 
achieved  distinction  when,  in  1963, 
after  six  years  of  graduate  study  and 
research,  she  was  awarded  the  Allan 
Nevins  History  prize  by  the  Society  of 
American  Historians  for  the  best  writ- 
ten doctoral  dissertation  in  the  field  of 
American  history.  The  dissertation, 
"Rehearsal  for  Reconstruction:  Port 
Royal  Experiment,"  earned  her  a  Ph.D. 
at  Johns  Hopkins  University  in  June 
1962  as  well  as  the  award,  which  in- 
cluded $1,000  in  cash  and  the  publica- 
tion of  her  work. 

Published  in  1964  by  Bobbs-Merrill, 
the  book  received  favorable  reviews.  In 
the  Raleigh,  N.  C.  News  and  Observer 
a  reviewer  wrote,  "Willie  Lee  Rose,  in 
this  excellent  book  about  the  first  ex- 
periments with  freedom  of  the  Negroes 
on  the  South  Carolina  sea  islands  during 
the  Civil  War,  has  not  only  written 
about  the  'rehearsal  for  reconstruction.' 
Also  she  has  produced  a  book  which 
throws  much  light  on  white  and  black 
relations  in  America  today. 

"The  problems  of  reconstruction  .  .  . 
did  not  begin  in  the  afteniiath  of  Ap- 
pomattox. The  Civil  War  was  not  a 
year  old  when  a  great  Union  force 
poured  ashore  on  the  islands  about  Port 
Royal  Sound  .  .  .  [and  was  faced]  sud- 
denly and  without  preparation  [with] 
the  whole  problem  of  what  to  do  with 
the  freed  men  .  .  .  ." 

A  review  in  The  New  Yorker  Maga- 
zine states,  "She  has  made  her  tragi- 
comic narrative  as  immediate  as  fiction 
by  digging  out  the  records  left  by  the 
participants  in  these  efforts.  .  .  ." 

Henry  Steele  Commager  in  The  New 
York  Tirties  Book  Review  wrote,  "Mrs. 
Rose  .  .  .  has  given  us  what  is  assuredly 
a  definitive  work." 

Professor  C.  Vann  Woodward,  with 
whom  she  worked  at  Hopkins,  stated  in 
his  introduction  to  her  book,  ".  .  .  The 
Port  Royal  Experiment  offers  a  rare 
opportunity  to  review  the  vast  spectacle 
of  reconstruction  in  miniature.  .  .  .  Mrs. 
Rose  writes  with  rare  perception,  under- 
standing, and  detachment.  .  .  .  Perhaps 
her  clearest  triumph  is  in  her  description 
of  the  nuances  of  change  by  which  a 


slave  became  a  free  man,  how  a  chattel 
became  a  peison,  and  the  changes  in 
personality  and  identity  that  accom- 
panied the  transformation  .  .  .  [she]  has 
made  a  rich  contribution  to  the  history 
of  Reconstruction.  Her  study  shows 
that  the  rehearsal  on  the  Sea  Islands  not 
only  played  a  part  in  shaping  federal 
policy  for  Reconstruction,  but  that  it 
also  influenced  the  nation  in  adding  to 
the  initial  war  aim  of  the  Union,  the 
eventual  commitment  to  Freedom  and 
.  .  .  the  still  unfulfilled  commitment  to 
Equality." 

Willie  Lee  told  a  reporter  of  the  Bal- 
timore Sun  that  she  has  no  aspirations 
to  become  an  historical  novelist  despite 
the  drama  of  her  selected  field  of  study. 
She  does  not  like  what  she  calls  "shoddy 
popularization  of  history"  and  would 
prefer  to  be  the  author  of  a  good  his- 
tory textbook. 

At  present  she  is  working  on  two  new 
studies:  one  a  documentary  account  of 
slavery  in  America,  the  other  a  study  of 
the  social  and  economic  implications  of 
the  Civil  War  in  New  Jersey. 

Born  in  Bedford  County,  Va.  in 
1927,  Willie  Lee  entered  MWC  in  1944 
and  received  a  B.A.  degree  in  1947.  She 
studied  history  with  Dr.  Hilldrup,  Dr. 
Lindsey,  and  Dr.  Darter;  English  with 
Dr.  Whidden;  German  with  Dr.  Bren- 
ner. "These  are  the  people  that  stand 
out  most  in  my  mind,"  she  said.  "I  was 
very  serious  about  the  Gennan  but  ma- 
jored in  history  and  took  a  minor  in 
English  literature.  Extra-curricular  ac- 
tivities were  limited,  I  fear,  to  socializ- 
ing with  fellow  students,  and  the  Inter- 
national Relations  club. 

"I  was  at  MWC  during  Mrs.  Bush- 
nell's  famous  tenure,  and  I  suppose 
most  of  the  stories  we  remember  best 
about  the  college  had  to  do  with  her 
remarkable  personality.  She  had  a 
famous  saying  to  the  girls  v\ho  lived  in 
her  dorm  about  honor.  'It  is  what  you 
are  in  the  dark,'  she  used  to  say,  and 
this  .  .  .  was  usually  prompted  after  she 
had  enjoined  us  solemnly  not  to  eat 
those  cream  puffs  she  had  brought  up 
for  house  meetings  until  we  got  back  to 
our  rooms." 

After  MWC  Willie  Lee  taught  school 
in  Maryland  for  two  years  and  in  1949 


she  married  William  George  Rose,  a 
graduate  of  Brown  University.  They 
both  entered  Johns  Hopkins  University 
in  1955  to  study  for  their  doctorates  and 
their  joint  efforts  were  crowned  in  June 
1962  when  he  got  his  doctorate  in  Fluid 
Mechanics  and  she  for  her  "Rehearsal." 

During  those  years  at  Hopkins  Mr. 
Rose  was  an  instructor,  did  contract  re- 
search during  the  day  and  worked  at 
night  on  his  dissertation.  Willie  Lee 
attended  classes,  kept  house,  taught  at 
Tow  son  State  College  and  worked  on 
her  dissertation.  "I  don't  think,"  she 
said,  "we  had  any  of  those  dramatic 
sufferings  people  sometimes  complain  of 
in  graduate  school.  Perhaps  if  we  had 
been  in  a  bigger  hurry  to  get  out  we 
would  have  had  them." 

She  received  her  first  real  encourage- 
ment in  1957  when  she  won  a  depart- 
mental prize  for  the  best  graduate  paper 
of  the  year  and  she  knew  she  then  had 
more  than  just  a  hobby. 

Fellowships  from  AAUW  and  the 
Social  Science  Research  Council  came 
along  as  well  as  membership  in  Phi 
Beta  Kappa.  For  a  time  she  taught  at 
Goucher  College.  The  Roses  are  living 
in  Charlottesville  as  Mr.  Rose  is  an  As- 
sociate Professor  in  the  School  of  Engi- 
neering at  UVa. 

We  are  ven'  proud  of  our  Willie  Lee 
and  are  easrer  to  read  more  of  her  work.
